S.O. 2412. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 
1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
Order further to amend the Woollen Textiles (Production 
and Distribution Control) Order, 1962, namely : — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Woollen Textiles 
(Production and Distribution Control) Amendment Order, 
1973. 

(2) It shall come Into force on the date of its publi- 
cation In the Official Gazette. 

2- In clause 3 of the Woollen Textiles (Production and 
Distribution Control) Order, 1962, after sub-rule (3), the 
following proviso and sub-rule shall be added, namely : — 

"Provided that nothing in sub-clauses (1) to (3) shall 
apply to the acquisition or installation of any 
machinery referred to therein in pursuance of a 
licence issued under the provisions of the Industries 
(Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 
1951). 

(4) If the Textile Commissioner is satisfied, either on 
a reference made to him in this behalf or otherwise, that 
any person, to whom a permission has been granted under 
sub-caluses (1), (2) or (3), had supplied incorrect informa- 
tion for the purpose of obtaining such permission, he may, 
after giving the person concerned an opportunity to explain, 
and without prejudice to any other action that may be taken 
against such person, revoke such permission and shall fur- 
nish him with a copy of the order of revocation. On the 
revocation of a permission under this sub-clause, the ma- 
chines to which the permission relates shall not be worked".

By an agreement dated 24th April, 1973 the Divisional 
Manager (Personnel), Mysore Iron and Steel Limited, Bhad- 
ravati and the President, Mysore Iron and Steel Limited 
Mines Employees Association, Bhadravati agreed to refer tho 
following issue for my arbitration under Section 10A of the 

I.D. Act, 1947:— 


Whether the action of the management of Mysore 
Iron and Sleei Limited, Bhadravati in terminating 
the services of Shri M. S. Narayana Rao, Asstt. 
Cook, Kemmangundi Mines of M.I.S.L., Bhadravati 
with eirect from 11th August, 1972 is justified? If 
not what relief the workman is entitled to?” 


2. The parties further agreed that the decision of the 
Arbitrator shall be binding on them and that the 
Arbitrator shall make his award within a period of 3 months 
fiom the dato on which this agreement is published in the 
Government of India Gazette or within such further time os 
is extended by mutual agreement between them in writing. 
It is also stipulated in the said agreement that if the award 
Is not made within the period aforementioned, the reference 
to the arbitration shall stand automatically cancelled and the 
parties shall be free to negotiate for fresh arbitration, The 
agreement was published vide Notification No. 
L-29012/I7/73-LR. IV dated 15-5-1973. Both the parties 
wcie requested by this office to submit their statement of 
claims on 10-5-1973 and were reminded on 28-5-1973 The 
" nK f„ by Its letter dated 21-5-1973 and the management by 
its letter dated 7-6-1973 have submitted their detailed 
statement of claims. Hearing was held in the Office of the 
Assistant Labour Commissioncr(C), Bangalore on 1 1-7-1973 
61 G of 1/73—5 
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3. The relevant facts of the case are as under:— 

Shri M. S, Narayana Rao, who was appointed on 18-7-1960, 
was working as Assistant Cook at th© time of the termination 
of his services by the management. He had applied for leave 
upto 5-7-1972 and afterwards he had neither turned up for 
duly nor extended his leave even after 1-1 /2 months. The 
management by their Memo, dated 1 1-8-1972 addressed to 
Shri Narayana Rao terminated his lien on appointment as per 
S.O. and leave rules of the Company. Shri Narayana Rao 
addressed a letter to the Minister for Industries, Mysore State 
on 12-9-1972 with a copy to management from Bangalore 
stating that he was taking treatment for chest-ache from 
28-5-1972 and continued to be on leave till 28-6-1972 and 
when he reported to the factory, he was given to understand 
that his services were already terminated by the management. 
Shri Rao thereafter appears to have approached the manage- 
ment in the first week of January, 1973 for taking back on 
duty and produced a medical certificate from the District 
Surgeon stating that he was under his treatment from 
1-7-1972 for “chronic amoebiasis with general debility”. Shri 
Rao has also addressed a letter on 7-1-1973 to the Mines 
Manager with a copy to the Divisional Manager (Mines) 
requesting to take him back on duty. Thereafter tho Secre- 
tary, Mysore Iron & Steel Limited, Mines Employees’ Asso- 
ciation raised an industrial dispute with the Assistant Labour 
Comissioner (Central) Bangalore and the issue was finally 
referred for my arbitration. 


4. According to the written and oral statements made by 
the Union, the employee applied for leave from 28-5-1972 
to 13-6-1972 and he was admitted in the Mysore Iron & 
Steel Ltd. Hospital, Bhadravati. As there was no Improve- 
ment in his health he again applied for leave upto 5-7-1972 
and thereafter took prolonged medical treatment in Me. 
Gann Hospital, Shimoga, from 1st July to 31st December, 
1972. Shri Narayana Rao could not apply for leave as he 
was very seriously laid up with sickness at Shimoga and 
when he approached the management after he was cured of 
illness with the Doctor’s certificate, he was refused employ- 
ment on the plea that his lien has already been terminated 
from 11-8-1972. The Mines’ Standing Orders do not pro- 
vide for loss of lien automatically and the action of the 
management under Standing Orders applicable to the factory 
or works is not legal and the employee also was not inform- 
ed in writing by the management to report for duty before 
taking action. Tn view of the above, the Management’s 
action in terminating the services of Shri Narayana Rao with- 
out holding proper enquiry as provided in the Mines Stand- 
ing Orders according to them, was not proper. The Union’s 
representative also cited the decision In the case of New Taj 
Mahal Cafe (P) Ltd. Vs. Workmen, 1966. 

3 . It was stated on behalf of the management that the 
statement of the union that tho workman was not able to 
send his leave application due to serious illness is not correct 
as the employee had addressed a representation to the Minister 
for Industries, Mysore State from Bangalore and not from 
Shimoga, where he was supposed to have been laid up 
with serious illness and undergoing medical treatment. If 
Shri Narayana Rao was in a position to address a representa- 
tion to the Minister he could have as well submitted a leave 
application. It also shows that the fact of his being seriously 
laid up and taking medical treatment continuously from 
5-7-1972 upto December end was also doubtful, 

6. Refuting the contention of the workman that the emp- 
loyee had come for attending duty on 28-6-1972 as stated in 
his representation dated 12-9-1972 to the Minister for Indust- 
ries, Mysore State but he was informed that his lien was 
terminated, the Management argued that this statement was 
not correct as the Memo, removing his lien had been issued 
on 11-8-1972. It was further stated that the representation 
dated 12-9-72 to Minister for Industries and the representation 
dated 7-1-1973 addressed to the Mines Manager arc cont- 
radictory in as much as there was no mention in the 
later representation that he called on the factory manage- 
meni for his job, 

7. Adverting to the argument on behalf of the workman 
that the action of the management in terminating the ser- 
vices of Shri Rao under the Works Standing Orders, the 
Management argued that S.O. No, 24 of the Certified 
Standing Orders applicable to all employees of Mysore 
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Iron and Steel Ltd., automatically applied to employees of 
the Mines by virtue of S.O. No. 22 of Certified Standing 
Orders applicable to limestone and iron ore mines of Mysore 
Iron and Steel Works. As the leave privileges are common, 
the procedure is also applicable. 

8. As already stated above, the facts of the case are that 
Shri Rao was absent from 5-7-1972 to 30-12-1972 without 
intimation or leave. The statement of the workman that 
he was laid up with serious illness during his period and 
could not send leave letter is also doubtful, as he had sent 
a representation on 12th September, 1972 to the Minister 
of Industries from Bangalore and the alleged illness us 
stated In his representation to the Minister for Industries, 
(i.e., Chest-ache) and disease mentioned in the Medical 
Certificate (i.e., chronic amoebiasis) are contradictory. There 
is no mention of the fact anywhere that he called on the 
factory management in the letter addressed to the Mines 
Management on 7-1-1973 as earlier stated in the repre- 
sentation dated 15-9-1972 addressed to the Industries Minis- 
ter, Mysore State, It is therefore clear from the above 
that the employee was absent without information or leave. 
This misconduct is governed bv S.O. 14(ii)(f) of the Certi- 
fied Standing Orders for which action can be taken only 
after conducting a proper enquiry. The Mines Standing 
Orders do not provide for automatic termination of the lien 
on appointment. The Management’s contention that all the 
clauses regarding procedure for obtaining leave in Works 
Standing Orders are applicable to the employee who enjoys 
the privileges connected with the leave under Works Stand- 
ing Orders in mines also cannot be held to be valid. Tho 
Management would have been perfectly justified if action was 
taken under S.O. 14(ii)(f) of the Mines Standing Orders. 
The Management’s action invoking provisions of Standing 
Orders applicable to Works and terminating the lien on 
appointment of employee is not legal and justified. 

9. In the light of the facts and considerations set out in 
the proceeding paragraphs, I must conclude that the action 
of the management not being justified on the basis of having 
not given an opportunity to the workman before his services 
were terminated, the workman has to be reinstated in ser- 
vices. In view of the fact that the employee deserved some 
punishment for unauthorised absence which is established and 
as the Management has not taken the right action following 
disciplinary procedure, justice will be met with if the emp- 
loyee is reinstated in his original post with continuity of ser- 
cive but without any wages for the period of absence. 

10. I hereby direct the management of Kemmangundi 
Mines to reinstate Shri M. S. Narayana Rao employee con- 
cerned as an Assistant Cook in the Mines Canteen, with im- 
mediate effect. The period of absence from the time of his 
losing lien on appointment till the date of reinstatement shall 
be treated as ‘dies non" and without any wanes and his 
services shall be treated as “continuous" for all purposes. 

11. I, therefore, pass an award accordingly and submit to 
the Central Government under Section 10A(4) of the Indust- 
rial Disputes Act, 1947.

— In puisuuncc of the provisions of rule 45 of 
the Fund 11 mcnt.il Rules, the Pi evident is pleased to make the 
following further amendment to the Supplementary Rules 
issued with Government of India, Finance Dcpaitment letter 
No. 104-GSR, dated the 4th Febiuuiy, 1922, namely. — 

In Pint VIII of the said Rules, after Division XXVI — X 
(he following shall be inserted, namely :— 

Division XXVI— Y 

Allotment of residences under the administrative control 
of the Directorate Geneial of Factoiy Advice Service and 
Labour Institutes. 

S. R. 317-Y-l. — Short title commencement. 

(1) These rules may be called the Allotment of Govern- 
ment residences under the administi alive control of the Direc- 
torate General of Factoiy Advice Service and Labour Insti- 
tutes. rules 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

S. R. 317-Y-2. — Definitions. In these rules, unless the con- 
text otherwise, requires, 

(a) ’allotment’ means the grant of a licence to occupy a 
residence in accordance with the provisions of these rules ; 

(b) ‘allotment year’ means the year beginning on the 1st 
day of January or such other period as may be notified by 
the President ; 

(e) ’eligible office’ means the office of the Diicctorate 
General, lactoiy Advice Service and Labour Institutes and 
the offices subordinate to that Directorate General al (he 
places where dcpai tmental accommodation is available. 
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(d) ’eligible officer’ means an officer employed or posted in 
the eligible office. 

(c) ’emoluments’ moans the emoluments as defined in Funda- 
mental Rule 45-G, but excluding the compensatory allowances. 

Explanation.— In the case of an eligible officer who is 
undei suspension, the emoluments drawn by him on the first 
day of the allotment yetn in which he is placed under sus- 
pension, or, if he is placed under suspension on the find day 
of the allotment year, the emoluments drawn by him imme- 
diately before that date shall be taken as emoluments ; 

(f) ‘family’ means the wife or husband, as the case may be, 
and children, step-children, legally adopted children, parents, 
brothcis or sisters as ordinarily reside with and are dependent 
on the officer. 

(g) ‘Government’ means the Central Government. 

fh) ‘Head of the Department’ means the Director General 
of Factory Advice Service and Labour Institutes; 

(i) ‘prioiily date' of tin eligible officer, in relation to a type 
of residence to which he is eligible under the provisions of 
S. R. 317-Y-4, means the earliest date from which he has 
been continuously drawing emoluments relevant to a parti- 
cular type or a higher type in a post under the Central 
Government or the State Government or on foreign service 
except for pei iods of leave : 

Piovidcd that, in respect of a type II, type III or type IV 
residence, the date fiom which the officer lias been continu- 
ously in service undei the Centra! Government or the State 
Government, including (he period of foreign service, shall be 
bis priority date for that type. 

Fiovided fmthcr that where the prioiitv date of two 01 
mote eligible officeis is the same, senioiity among them shall 
be determined by the amount of emoluments, drawn by each 
of them, that is to say, the officer in receipt of higher emo- 
luments taking precedence over the officer in receipt of lower 
emoluments; and whcie the emoluments are equal, by the 
length of service of each of them under the Central Govern- 
ment. 

(j) ‘licence fee' means the sum of money payable monthly 
in accordance wilh the provisions of the Fundamental Rules 
in respect a residence allotted under these rules ; 

(k) ‘lesidcncc’ means any residence for the time being under 
the administi alive control of the Directorate General Factory 
Advice Service and Labour Institutes ; 

(l) ‘subletting’ includes sharing of accommodation by an 
allottee with another peison with or without payment of 
licence fee by such other person. 

Explanation. — Any shaj ing of accommodation by an allot- 
tee with close relations shall not be deemed to bo sublettings ; 

(m) ‘temporary transfer’ means a transfer which involves 
an absence foi a period not exceeding four months ; 

(n) ‘transfer’ means a transfer to any other place or from 
an eligible office to an office not being an eligible office and 
includes a transfer or reversion to service under a State 
Government or the Government of a Union tciritory and also 
deputation to a post in an office not being an eligible office 
or organisation ; 

(o) ‘type’, in leiation to an eligible officer, means the type 
of residence to which lie is eligible under the provisions of 
S. R. 317-Y-4. 

S. R. 317-Y-3. — Allotment to husband and wife. 

Eligibility in cases of eligible Officers who are married to 
each other. 

(1) No eligible officer shall be allotted a residence under 
these rules if the wife or the husband, as the case 
muy be, of such officer has already been allotted 
a residence, unless such residence is surrendered : 

Piovidcd that this sub-rule shall not apply where the hus- 
band and wife are residing separately in puisuance of an 
order of judicial separation made by any couil. 
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(2) Where two eligible officers in occupation of separate 

residences allotted under these rules marry each other 
they shall within a period of one month of their 
marriage, surrender one of their residences. 

(3) If a residence is not surrendered, as required by sub- 

rule (2), the allotment of the residence of the lower 
type shall be deemed to have been cancelled on 
the expiry of the aforesaid period and if 
the residences are of the same type, the allotment 
of such one of them, as the Head of Department 
may decide, shall be deemed to have been cancelled 
on the expiry of the aforesaid period. 

(4) Where both husband and wife are employed under 
the Government, the entitlement of each for allot- 
ment of a residence under these rules shall be consi- 
dered in dcpendently. 

S. R. 317-Y-4. — Classification of residences. Save as Other- 
wise provided by these rules, an eligible officer drawing 
monthly emoluments specified in column 1 of the Table 
below and employed in an area mentioned in the corres- 
ponding entry in column 2 thereof shall be eligible for allot- 
ment of the type of residence specified in the corresponding 
entry in column 3 of the said Table, namely : —

S. R. 317-Y-5. — Application for allotment. — 

(1) An eligible officer who seeks allotment of residence, or 
on becoming entitled to a higher type of residence seeks 
allotment for such higher type of residence, shall on his report- 
ing for duty at that station or on becoming entitled to the 
higher type of residence, as the case may be, make an appli- 
cation in Form A to the Head of the Department within a 
period of one month of such reporting for duty or of 
becoming entitled to the higher type, as the case may be, 
and thereafter he should apply before the 1st of January 
every year till such time as the residence is allotted to him : 

Provided that no such application shall be required to be 
made b yan eligible officer who owns a house either in his 
own name or in the name of any one of the members of 
his family and who ordinarily resides in It :

S, R. 317-Y-6. — Allotment of residence and offers:— 

(1) Save as otherwise piovided in these rules, a residence, 
on falling vacant, shall be allotted by the Head of the Depart- 
ment preferably to an applicant desiring a change of accom- 
modation in that type under the provisions of S. R. 317-Y-13 
and if there is no such applicant, to an applicant without 
accommodation in that type having earliest priority date for 
that type of lesidence, subject to the following conditions 
namely : — 

(i) The Head of the Department shall not ordinarily allot 

a residence of a type higher than to what the appli- 
cant is eligible under S. R. 317-Y-4, 

(ii) The Head of the Department shall not compel any 

applicant to accept a residence of lower type, than 
that to what he is eligible under S. R. 317-Y-4: 

Provided that when a residence remains vacant after all the 
eligible officers for that type of residence are allotted accom- 
modation, the Head of the Department may, on request, 
allot the said residence to an applicant who is eligible for 
allotment of a residence of a type next higher to the Lype of 
tile said residence or to an applicant who is eligible for allot- 
ment of a residence of a type next below the type of said 
residence, if ho undertakes to pay the standard rent under 
FR 45-A or 10 per cent of his emoluments whichever is 
more : all applications, so received, within (he prescribed 
period, shall immediately be considered for allotment of 
departmental accommodation alongwith other applications: 

Provided further that if no such request is received as refer- 
red to in the first proviso, the Head of the Department may 
allot the vacant residence to an eligible officer who is entitled 
for an allotment of a residence of a type next higher to the 
type of the vacant residence if he undertakes to pay 10 per 
cent of his emoluments as licence fee, failing which the said 
residence may be allotted to an eligible officer who is entitled 
for and allotment of a residence of a type next below the 
type of the said residence if he undertakes to pay 10 per cent 
of the minimum of the emoluments appropriate to the type 
of accommodation or 10 per cent of his pay, whichever Is 
more. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), an 
eligible officer belonging to any of the categories specified 
in the Schedule shall be considered to be an essential category 
officer and shall be entitled to overriding priority in the matter 
of allotment of a residence : 


Provided that where any such essential category officer 
does not accept the allotment of a residence, it may be allotted 
to another eligible officer for that type of residence. 

(3) The Head of Department may cancel the existing allot- 
ment of an eligible officer and allot to him an alternative 
residence of the same type or in emergent circumstances an 
alternative residence of the type next below the type of resi- 
dence in occupation of the officer, if the residence in occupa- 
tion of the officer is required to be vacated. 

(4) A vacant residence may, in addition to allotment to 
an eligible officer under sub-rules (1) and (2) be offered simul- 
taneously to other eligible officers in order of their priority 
dates, 


(2) An eligible officer who is under order of transfer shall, 
if he desires to have allotment of residence at the place of 
his transfer, send his application for that purpose to the 
Head of the Department so as to reach his within eight days 
of the receipt of the transfer order by him and also send 
alongwith his application an undertaking in writing that he 
shall pay the licence fee from the 15th day the accommoda- 
tion becomes available for allotment to him at the place of 


l 5. R. 317-Y-7. — Out-of turn allotment. — 

Notwithstanding the provisions of S. R. 317-Y-6, the allot- 
ment of a residence may be made by the Head of the 
Department on out-of-turn basis to an eligible offeer on 
giounds of serious illness of self or a member of his family 
in consultation, if considered necessary, with the prescribed 
medical authority. 
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S. R. 317-Y-3. — Non-acceptance of allotment by eligible 
officer or failure to occupy the allotted residence after accep- 
tance. — 

If an eligible officer fails to accept the allotment of u resi- 
dence within five days or fails to take possession of that 
residence after acceptance within eight days from the date 
of receipt of the letter of allotment or surrenders the residence 
after the allotment he shall not be eligible for another 
allotment for a period of one year from the date of the 
allotment letter or date of surrendering accommodation, as 
the case may be. 


(3) Where a residence is retained under sub-rule (2), the 
allotment shall be deemed to be cancelled on the expiry of 
the admissible concessional period unless immediately on the 
expiiy thereof the officer resumes duty in an eligible office 
in the same place. 

(4) An eligible officer who has retained the residence by 
viitue of the concession under item (i) or item (ii) of the 
Table below sub-rule (2) shall on re-employment in an eli- 
gible office within Ihc period specified in the said Table, 
be entitled to retain that lesidcnce and he shall also be eli- 
gible for any further allotment of residence under these rules: 


S. R. 317-Y-9. — Period for which allotment subsists and 
the concessional period for further retention: 

(1) An allotment shall be effective from the date on which 
it is accepted by the officer and shall continue in force until- — 

(a) the expiry of the concessional period permissible 
under sub-rule (2) after the officer ceases to 
be on duty at the particular station; 

(b) it is cancelled by the Head of the Department or is 

deemed to have been cancelled under any provision 
in these rules ; 


Provided that If emoluments of (he officer on such re- 
employment do nol entitle him to the type of residence oc- 
cupied by him, he shall be ullotled a lower type of residence, 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (2) 
oi sub-rule (4) when an eligible Officer is dismissed or re- 
moved fiom seivice or when his services have been termi- 
nated and the Head of tile Department is satisfied that it is 
neccsary or expedient in the public interest so to do, he 
may cancel ihe allotment of (he residence made to such 
officer cither forthwith or with effect from such date prior 
to the expiiy of the period of one month vefeived to in item 
(i) of the Tabic below sub-rule (2) as he may specify. 


(c) it is surrendered by the officer, or, 

(d) the officer ceases to occupy the residence. 

(2) A lcsidcnce allotted to an eligible officer may, subject 
to sub-rule (3), be retained on the happening of any 
of the events specified in column 1 of the Tabic below for the 
period specified in the corresponding entry in column 2 
thereof, provided that the residence is required for the bona 
fide use of Ihe officer or members of his family.

S. II. 317-Y-IO. — Provisions relating to licence fee: — 

(1) (a) Where an allotment of accommodation or alteiuative 
accommodation has been accepted, the liability for licence 
fee shall commence from the date of occupation or from 
the eighth day from the date of lcceipl of the allotment, 
whichever is etulicr, 

(b) An eligible Officer, who after acceptance, fails to take 
possession of that nccommedation within eight days from the 
date of leccipt of the aliolment letter, shall be charged licen- 
ce fee from such date uplo a period of one month or upto 
the date of re-allotment of that particular accommodation, 
whichever is earlier.

S. R. 3I7-Y-11. — Personal liability of the officer payment 
of Ileence fee till the residence is vacated and furnishing of

(1) The officer to whom n residence has been allotted shall 
be pci sunnily liable for the licence fee thereof and for any 
damage beyond fare, weal and tear caused thereto or the fur- 
niture, fixtures, or fittings or services provided therein by 
Government during the period for which the residence has 
been and remains allotted to him, or where the allotment 
has been cancelled under any of the ptovisions in these 
rules, until the residence alongwith the out-houses appurte- 
nant thereto have been vacated and full vacant possession 
thcieof has been restored to Government.

(1) An eligible Officer may at nny time surrender an allot- 
ment by giving intimation so as to reach the Head ot De- 
partment at least ten days before the day on which he pro- 
poses to vacate the residence, 

(2) Whcic an eligible Officer fails to give clue notice he 
shall, unless otherwise exempted by the Head of the Depart- 
ment, be liable for payment of licence fee for a peiiod of 
ten days or the number of days by which the notice given 
by him falls short of the said period, 

S. R. 317-Y-13. — Change of residence. 

(1) (a) An eligible officer fo whom a residence has been 
allotted under these rules may apply for a charge to another 
residence of the same type or a residence of the type to 
which he is eligible under S.R. 317-Y-4 whichever is lower. 

(b) Not more than one change shall be allowed in respect 
of one type of residence allotted to the Officer. 

(21 faj All the applications for change made in Form C and 
received upto the 19th day of a culendar month shall be 
Included in the waiting list in the succeeding month. 

(fi) For purposes of this rule, the officers whose names 
are included in the waiting list in an earlier month shall be 
senior cr block to those whose names are included in tbc list 
in subsequent months. 

fc) The inter seniority of the officers Included in the list 
in any particular month shall be determined in the order of 
their priority dates. 

(3) Changes shnlf be offered in order of seniority deter- 
mined in accordance with sub-rule (2) and having regard to 
the officers' preferences as far as possible. 

(4) If an eligible officer fails lo accept a change of resi- 
dence offered to him within five days of the issue of such 
offer or allotment, hme shall not be considered again for a 
change of residence of that type. 

S.R. 317-Y-14. — Change of residence In the event of death 
of a member of the family: — 

Notwithstanding anything contained in S.R. 317-Y-13 an 
eligible officer may be allowed a change of residence on the 
death of any member of his family if he applies for a change 
within three months of such occurrence, provided that the 
change will be given in the same type of residence as the 
residence already allotted to the officer. 

S.R. 317-Y-15.— Mutual exchange of residences. 

(1) Eligible Officers lo whom residences of the same type 
have been allotted under these rules may apply for permis- 
sion to mutually exchange their residences. 

(2) Permission for mutual exchanges may be granted if, 
both the officers are reasonably expected to be on duty at 
the station and to reside in their mutually exchanged re- 
sidences for ntlcast six months from the date of approval of 
such exchange. 

S.R. 3 17-Y- 16. —Maintenance of residence. 

(1) The officer to whom a residence has been allotted shall 
maintain the residence and premises in a clean condition to 
the satisfaction of the Central Public Works Department and 
the Local Municipal Authorities, 

(2) Such officer shall not grow any tree, shrubs or plants 
contrary lo the instructions issued by the Government or 
Central Public Works Department not cut or lop oft any 
existing tree or shrub in any garden, courtyard or compound 
attached to the residence save with the prior permission in 
writing of the Central Public Works Department. 

(3) Trees, plantation or vegetation, grown in contraven- 
tion of this rule may be caused to be removed at the risk 
and cost of the ot fleer concerned. 


S. R. 317-Y-17. — Subletting and sharing of residences: — 

(1) (a) No eligible officer shall share the residence allotted 
to him or any of the out houses, and garages appurtenant 
thereto except with the eligible officers under these rules and 
with the approval of the Head of the Department. 

(b) The rent charged from the officer sharing the accom- 
modation shall be reasonable. 

(c) The servant’s quarters and garages may be used only 
for the bona-fide purposes, including residence of the ser- 
vants of the allottee or for such other purposes as may be 
permitted by the Head of the Department. 

(2) No eligible officer shall sublet tbc whole of his resi- 
dence : 

Provided that an eligible officer proceeding on leave may 
accommodate in the residence any other eligible officer to 
share Government accommodation, us a caretaker, for the 
period specified in S. R. 317-Y-9 but not exceeding six 
months. 

(3) Any eligible officer who shared or sublets his residence 
shall do so at his own risk and responsibility and shall 
remain personally responsible for any licence fee payable 
in respect of the residence and for any damage caused to 
the residence or its precincts or grounds or services provided 
therein by Government beyond fair wear and tear. 

S. R. 317-Y-18. — Censequences of breath of rules and 
Conditions; — 

(1) If tin eligible Officer to whom a residence has been 
allotted, 

(i) sublets without authorisation the residence or part 

thereof, or 

(ii) erects any unauthorised structure in any part of the 

residence, or 

(iii) Charges licence fee fiom the sub-tenant at a rate

Iviii) conducts himself in a manner which in the opinion 
of the Head of the Department is prejudicial to the 
maintenance of harmonious relations with his neigh- 
houis, or 

(ix) has knowingly furnished incorrect Information in 
any application or written statement with a view 
to securing the allotment, or 

tx) commits any other breach of these rules or of the 
terms and conditions of the allotment, the Head of 
the Department may, without prejudice to any 
other disciplinary action that may be taken against 
him, cancel the allotment of the residence. 

Explanation : — In this sub-rule, the expression ‘eligible 
officer’ includes, unless the context otherwise requires, a 
member of his family and any person claiming through the 
Officei. 

(2) (a) If an eligible officer sublets a residence allotted to 
him or any portion thereof or any of the out-houses, garages 
or appurtenant thereto, in contravention of these rules he 
may, without prejudice to any other action that may be taken 
against him, be charged enhanced licence fee not exceeding 
four times the standard licence fee under F. R. 45-A. 
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(h) The quantum of licence fee to be recovered find the 
period Cor which the same may be recovered in each case 
will be decided by the Head of the Department on merits. 

(c) In addition, the officei may be debarred from sharing 
the residence for a '-pecitled period in future as may be 
decided by the Head of the Department. 

(3) (a) Where action to cancel the allotment is taken on 
account of unauthorised subletting of the premises by the 
nllottec, a period of sixty days shall be allowed to the allottee, 
and any other person residing with him therein to vacate 
the premises 

(b) The allotment shall stand cancelled with effect from 
the date of vacation of the premises or expiry of the period 
of sixty days from the date of the orders for the cancellation 
of the allotment, whichever is earlier. 

(4) Wheic the allotment of a residence is cancelled for 
conduct prejudicial to the maintenance of harmonious rela- 
tions with neighbour, the officer at the discretion of the 
Head of the Department may be allotted another residence 
in the same type at any other place. 

(5) Head of the Department shall be competent to take 
all or any of the actiom under sub-rules (1) to (4) and also 
to declai e the officer, who commits a breach of the rules 
und instructions issued to him, to be ineligible for allotment 
of residential accommodation for a period not exceeding three 
years. 

S. R. 317-Y-I9 — Overstayal in residence after cancellation 
of allotment. 

Where, after an allotment has been cancelled or is deemed 
to have been cancelled tinder any piovision contained In these 
rules, the residence remains in occupation of the Officer 
to whom it was allotted or of any person claiming through 
him, such officer shall be liable to pay damages for use and 
occupation of the residence, services, furniture and garden 
charges, equal to the maiket rent as may be determined by 
the Government from time to time. 

S. R. 3I7-Y-20. — Continuance of allotments made prior 
to the issues of these rules. 

Any valid allotment of a residence which is subsisting im- 
mediately before the commencement of these rules shall be 
deemed to be an allotment made under these rules notwith- 
standing thut the officer to whom allotment has been made 
is not entitled to a residence of that type under S. R. 317- Y-4 
and all the preceding provisions of these rules shall apply in 
relation to that allotment or that officer accordingly. 

S R. 317-Y-21. — -Interpretation of rides.
